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Two Additions to the Flora of Rhode Island. —In October, 

1024, the writer collected in Rhode Island two plants that apparently 
have not been reported as occurring in the state. One of these, 
Tridens flams (L.) Hitehc., was found on the slope of Neutaconkanut 
Hill, P rovidence, under conditions strongly suggesting that the 
plant 

“ Ct. to Mo. and southw.” Since then this grass has been 
reported from Nantucket, Martha’s Vineyard and Southboro, 
M assaehusetts (see Rhodora 16: S2, May, 1014), and it has been 
collected elsewhere in Massachusetts. 

The other plant is Polygonum puritanorum Fernald. This was 
collected in a sandy cart-path through a salt marsh near Point Judith, 
South Kingstown. It has been reported from various stations on 
Cape Cod, Massachusetts (Fernald in Rhodora 21: 141, August, 
1010). —J. Franklin Coi.i.ins, Providence, Rhode Island. 
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
